INFANT HEALTH PROGRAM 


The Foster Home Department the New York Nur- 
sery and Child’s Hospital utilizes facilities offered 
the hospital for admission examinations, the care 
children during acute illnesses, X-rays, and laboratory 
tests. 

The medical director, Dr. Harold Vogel, pedia- 
trician, has been salaried member the Foster Home 
Department staff for four years. holds daily clinic 
the quarters occupied the department, quite 
separate from the hospital clinics, for the children 
care the department. 

The frequency clinic visits based the indi- 
vidual need the child, with minimum requirement 
semi-annual examinations. These visits are made 
appointment basis, arranged and supervised 
full time clinic nurse. 

The agency has under its care 400 children. Since 
one-third are infants under eighteen months age, 
obvious that intensive program infant care must 
followed, for the dangers presented this group are 
many. 

These infants are visited their foster homes 
nurses. turn, these nurses are supervised case 
worker, who also graduate nurse. Frequency 
visiting based the age and physical condition 
the child and other factors; visits are made least 
once week for the infant under six months, and bi- 
monthly for the child under twelve months. The av- 
erage case load 40. 

After careful admission examination, the baby 
placed foster home and the nurse starts inten- 
sive educational program which includes demonstra- 
tions formula making and discussion the modern 
methods infant care and habit training. With the 
foster mother she observes great detail the various 
factors the child’s physical and mental progress. 
The child’s record includes weight chart and prog- 
tess sheet, with observations made each visit. Changes

diet, medication and conference recommendations 
also appear this record. 

Prior 1929 the foster mothers brought this group 
children the clinic for physical check-up 
stated intervals. was felt that this system med- 
ical supervision entailed many undesirable factors, such 
cost, expenditure energy, and exposure conta- 
gion. Four years ago the present conference plan was 
evolved effort offer maximum supervision 
minimum cost and risk. 

Once week the nurses, with their supervisor, meet 
with Dr. Vogel review the records the infants 
scheduled for conference that day. These records 
include the medical sheet which gives the history 
the admission examination and subsequent examina- 
tions, weight chart which the child’s weight curve 
plotted, the nurse’s progress sheets and summar- 
ized statement the present physical picture. Based 
the information supplied the nurses and special 
needs indicated the record, necessary recommenda- 
tions are made. These include regulation diet, rou- 
tine, attendance special clinics. The underlying 
principles are discussed and appointment given 
for the next conference date, which varies from one 
six weeks. emergent situations there may con- 
ferences daily intervals. 

copy changes made mailed the foster 
mother, and within twenty-four hours the nurse visits 
the home explain the new recommendations and the 
relation they bear the child’s needs. 

The benefits this type medical supervision have 
been apparent the lowered incidence illness and 
the satisfactory progress made the infants. There 
definite educational value the foster mother, 
nurse and doctor. 

Most the foster mothers live some distance from 
the office. The babies are now not subjected waiting 
windy corners, long train subway rides, 
exposure other infants who may have infectious head 
colds, who may developing whooping cough. 

Miss Esther Stuart, the director the agency, be- 
lieves such plan would extremely hazardous unless 
the following factors were present: 


well-qualified pediatrician giving continuous service one 
who familiar with the possibilities and limitations foster 
home care and who knows intimately the work the organi- 
zation. 

Nurses with special training infant care. 

supervisor with both nursing and case work training and 
experience.

HOW BEST CAN SERVE THEE, CHILD? 
Henry 
(Editor’s Note: 

The following message substantially given Dr. 
Thurston April the sixth New England Regional 
Conference the Child Welfare League America, held 
cooperation with the Boston Parents’ Council. 

believe that readers will share great measure the 
inspiration that this talk brought those attendance 
the conference.) 


not all purpose this paper discuss the 
mere technique our child welfare jobs. assume that 
are all alert know and use our own particular 
jobs, far community resources permit, the best 
ideals and technique that anybody, anywhere, has de- 
purpose talk over with you very 
intimately some questions personality, attitude, and 
social philosophy upon which our personal daily living 
and our professional work with children depend. 

Mrs. Gilman’s poem, “Mother Child,” raises 
questions possible real services the child, not 
only for mothers, but also for fathers, guardians, teach- 
ers, child welfare workers; short, for each here, 
and for many more than one count. The poem 
also gives both specific and implied answers the ques- 
tion, How Best Can Serve Thee, Child? 

The specific answers are: That must recognize the 
individuality the child, and that the world must 
made safe for all children. implication the poem 
also suggests that the individuality the person who 
serves the child, well the individuality the child, 
must taken into account. And, finally, thoughtful 
reader the poem can hardly escape facing the implied 
query how much attempted service the child 
actually worth him, provided that merely does 
things him for him, contrast with service that 
would help him help himself taking real part 
changing both himself and the world for the better. 

Now, today and henceforth attempt answer 
for ourselves the question the poem, each have 
mind actual children. Each has for himself more 
vivid illustrations than any one else can give him. 

For example, the children that are most frequently 
mind late are two boys whose lives are, least 
some slight degree, changing for good ill because 
association with me. 

One privileged pre-adolescent boy living near me, 
who sometimes permits join him and one more 
York. One day recently was with this boy and one 
his friends trip the New York Municipal Mu- 
the boys went through the turnstile the 
subway they put only one nickel and, while one 


turned the stile and walked through, the other ducked 
under, and when protested they exclaimed, with 
one voice, “Oh, that’s all right, can ‘get by’ easy.” 

wonder whether the real source that attitude 
found among pre-adolescents among adults. 
wonder not only how can best serve privileged boy 
and his friend respect this attitude, but also how 
this all-pervasive acquisitive “get attitude busi- 
ness, politics and social life can changed. 

The other “child” have mind boy, now six- 
teen, who just year ago was before county juvenile 
court for taking ride automobile belonging 
member the church choir. had once attended 
the Sunday school the church attend, was called 
and asked the judge thought could help 
open the way opportunity for the boy. agreed 
try. boy who never knew his illegal father, and 
whose mother has known nothing but struggle for 
living and get her boy out one trouble after an- 
other. 

Although the boy came several times table 
and garden and went with two automobile 
trips search jobs, never got near enough the 
inner life that had been growing within him for fifteen 
years know whether not were planning wisely. 
The result was that stayed only one night boys’ 
camp where said would like for the summer. 

was next located months afterward only because 
had again gotten into trouble and was again the 
Juvenile Court. Outwardly agreed that should 
back institution, from which had been pa- 
roled, where could work the farm with horses, 
which seems enjoy, and where could build 
record looking another parole. soon ran away 
again and present don’t know where is. 

Family, school, church, Sunday school, juvenile 
court, three child welfare institutions, Big Brother, 
have failed help this boy face his 
own choice anything that doesn’t like do. The 
questions are persistent mind, Why has every- 
body thus far failed, and how can anybody really 
serve him? Surely both heredity and the world which 
has grown have been factors the making this 
adolescent boy who sorely needs real service. 

Right here, face the question how can 
best serve some child, does not seem 
enough merely understand the child “‘a total per- 
sonality total situation.” That task itself 


staggering, all well know, but think need even 

more than that: think need understand our- 

selves and make ourselves worthy companions for 

our child. cannot agree, have heard seriously 

argued some social workers recently, that what we,

Two stories about boy that have been told 
family gatherings for years have, since the days 
mental hygiene, given food for sober thought well 
mirth. 

One these stories runs thus: When the seventh 
child was born into our family the remote Vermont 
farm, then about twelve years old, was asked how 
liked the new baby. “Oh! It’s pretty good baby all 
right, but seems the pie had cut into small 
enough pieces was.” 

wonder whether this selfishness mine boy was 
merely temporary has been unconscious force 
certain crossroads life where moral choices were 
privately made. Surely such question pertinent 
all face the question our own behavior 
influence upon the children whom seek serve. 
don’t believe fool our children very much the 
kind persons really are. 

this connection the words the late Judge Cabot, 
his White House report Delinquency, are sternly 
pertinent all: 

guardians the child have the duty present their own 
lives such patterns honesty, sincerity and courage shall challenge 
the child’s emulation. only the example sincere 
living that the child finds the dynamic impulse for his own wholesome 
development.” 

Another story about boyhood the effect that, 
somewhere about the time the pie incident, older 


brother and riding unloaded one-horse, lumber 


wagon, came over the brow the quarter-mile-long 
John Wood Hill. brother, standing the 


wagon, held the reins. was sitting the tail end, 
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facing backward, with feet hanging down. 
struck the downward slope, the whiffletree hit old 
Fanny’s heels and she began run. 

the speed increased and the bumps became bump- 
jer, broad-rimmed straw hat blew off. Possibly 
had crept beside brother and joined 
strength his the reins, might have stopped old 
Fanny, was done later runaway occasion. 
that may, this runaway jumped off get 
hat and, course, was soon left far behind, safe pos- 
session hat, while brother careened down the 
hill, sometimes one ditch, sometimes the other, 
and sometimes the middle the road, until turn 
the road, up-grade and clump willows enabled 
him bring the old mare uneasy halt. 

Here again wonder boyhood tendency duck 
difficult situation making sure some small gain 
was left behind boyhood, and also wonder 
Iam the only one here who has ever felt himself 
similar tendency. short, using our social work 
vocabulary, wonder social case workers with 
children have not been too much absorbed the prob- 
lems our direct case work contacts with the indi- 
vidual child feel due responsibility for, even 
understand adequately, the environmental factors 
which are running away with our children. 

this connection should like quote from the 
recent words two our most revered leaders. 

The Family, May, 1933, issue, article 
“Consolidating Social Mrs. Mary Willcox 
Glenn says: 

recognize this moment that social case worker, have 
been prone overlook man’s environmental lacks because 
preoccupation with his personality needs.” 

Also, recent book, Excellent Becomes the 
Jane Addams says: 

“Tt easy for all shirk the discussion current issues 
under the plea remaining impartial. temptation remain 
coward and think oneself tolerant spectator.” 

does not seem possible that Jane Addams has ever 
felt such temptation. But how well she under- 
stands our rationalizations explain why not 
more save our child and all the rest finding out 
the reasons for and checking those environmental ten- 
dencies that often now make our direct efforts 
serve, not only children, but adults, futile. 

for myself, must confess that, although 


now old, only within the last three years have ever 


even begun realize how much the world industrial, 
political, social and moral environment needs 
checked and changed order become really fit 
place for our child, any child, grow in. 

millions homes there now terrible economic 
need and uncertainty, depriving unknown millions 


that security the psychiatrist tells the 
first requisite normal emotional development. This 
fact just now, believe, the strongest force driving 
all confess last, me, Lord, it’s me, stand- 
ing the need prayer.” 

have time for only the slightest reference 
typical and suggestive actual situations which are de- 
scribed pope, president, preachers and the press, 
situations which see all around the horizons our 
lives, situations which tend with cumulative urge 
bring all the confessional for both our personal and 
social sins. 

For example, several boys near me, from ten thir- 
teen years age, belong exclusive cavalry troop 
seventy-five boys, with waiting list over hun- 
dred other boys the application roll. The discipline 
the troop said the World War Colonel who leads 
perfect. illustrated his meaning this 
statement the local press: 


boy fell from his horse his the tanbark the armory. 
Upon picking himself saluted his officer, and said, sir, 
may spit this tanbark out mouth?” 


wonder how well this boy really being prepared 
for self-directing and cooperative democratic citizen- 
ship changing world. 

The eleven-year-old boy whom previously men- 
tioned member this troop. Fascinated 
horses, already inhibited against any effort 
form independent, thoughtful opinion war 
method settling big issues, and has already ac- 


cepted the possibility war. the cav- 


alry there war.” 

wonder how much any adults are really doing 
change this war-cursed world for this boy and for 
millions other boys just entering upon adolescence! 

few years ago, when titles property various 
sorts were worth least little something, one the 
indoor sports persons generation was visit 
lawyer make our wills. have heard from some 
them that lawyers—in the best professional, social 
and religious standing—were careful advise them 
how slight changes they could avoid, whole 
large part, the payment inheritance tax needy 
state for its schools, roads, relief work, cetera. 
wonder whence, such advice, and whither, its effects 
upon the education so-called good citizens. 

the present moment the former president the 
second largest bank New York (the bank one 
whose branches small personal checking account 
and the funds our New York School Social Work 
have been kept for many years) under indictment 
federal jury for having sold stock his wife order 
show loss and thus avoid his income tax. 
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said have bought his stock back again later the 
year the same price for which had sold it. Every- 
body here has heard similar charges against business 
men. wonder why these standards business and 
civic ethics, and what their effects upon youth are. 

the New York Times February 1933, United 
States Senator Millard Tydings Maryland, 
signed article, said:

pluses may stagnate, but the groups demand that their matter at- 
tended to, pronto.” seems that few, very few, 
ever come forward with proposition 


The New York Times November 30, 1930, stated 
that Mayor Joseph Heffernan, Youngstown, 
Ohio, had dismissed his whole police force. While ad- 
mitting that must appoint others, reported 
have said: 


“It all hopeless. Law enforcement will never reality until 
the American people cease their sloppy hypocrisy and get down 
common honesty and common decency. sick and disgusted with 
the futility trying make policemen enforce laws govern people 
who refuse obey their own laws. has been sad experience.” 


Dr. Edward Devine, veteran leader social work, 
sums all this his recent book Progressive Social 
Action thus: 


are simply not yet civilized. The spirit the law, say 
nothing the Gospel, not yet us.” 


Oh, are trouble all right! However successful 
may acquiring for ourselves genuine personal 
integrity influence upon our children, however 
well may come understand the individual equip- 
ment with which each child faces the problem ad- 
justment his world, have yet more than the second 
mile before the actual world environment will 
what should help this child realize the poten- 
tialities personality and character within him. 

But behind the frown trouble may see the smil- 
ing face challenge and encouragement discard 


some habits and traditions that have served their 


—challenge and encouragement some new and 
real thinking about the best ways get out trouble. 
said that any fool can get into trouble but takes 
smart man get out trouble. Surely this full 
noon the day Dr. John Dewey’s pedagogy, which 
teaches that never any real thinking until 
stub our toes against trouble some kind, child 
welfare workers ought begin line with the truly 
progressive educators and face earnest the question 
for each child and for our whole civilization, How best 
can serve thee? 

have already said, our first job see 
that don’t fool ourselves the kind men and 
women ourselves really are examples and guides 


our children. need remind ourselves over and 
over again that the child will say us, through 
tion, what Emerson told long ago, What you are 
stands over you the while and thunders that cannot 
hear what you say.” 

must understand the child and help him make 
the best possible use the world now is. 

And must also our full share, both 
viduals and professional group, toward changing the 
world the direction better industrial, political, 
and social order. Nobody has better chance than 
child welfare workers see first hand, and clearly, 
the tragedies childhood caused the world 
today. 

the final task helping the child helping 
him adapt himself changing world such way 
that may himself his full part toward changing 
both himself and the world for better, for one hope 
put forth the best effort that yet lies within help 
work out better pedagogy for this job. perfectly 
clear that cannot best serve the child either 
merely adapting him the world merely 
making new world for our unchanged child enter. 
Each, child and world, can best serve the other the 
double process progressively changing the other and 
turn being progressively changed the other. 

The secret this process educational procedure, 
opinion, lies two facts: 

First, that the actual world not one homogeneous 
mass people. The world the child, and any in- 
dividual, really—at any given moment life and 
action—a family, gang, base-ball team, camping 
party; large group people chipping with what 
call taxes and local government get for themselves 
water, streets, books, parks, cetera; larger group 
people what call state getting for themselves 
roads, universities, great forest parks, cetera; 
larger group people what call nation chipping 
get for themselves the safe carrying letters 
and property, proper life-saving service upon the Great 
Lakes and the shores the ocean, cetera; anda 
still larger group people, made groups nations, 
providing themselves with means international 
safety, trade, travel, exchange ideas, cetera. 

short, the actual world the individual made 
great number different sized active groups 
people, each which groups one just real 
sense one member his personal family, his 
gang, his club, his set. 

This the first great fact: namely, that the indi- 
viduals making each separate active group, from 
family the great international human world itself, are 
literally all members one another. one can 
happy suffer alone. Each must have some influence 
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upon the welfare the other members the group. 
Life for every individual is, fact, just one social situa- 
tion and challenge after another. 

The second great fact that the actual members 
each group—from small great—have, since the be- 
ginning man’s evolution, and even before and since 
among animals, tended least for the time work 
together for the good each, and, therefore, the 
good all, just the degree that they are conscious 
being members, being alike, being all one boat, 
kinship the broadest sense, or, Professor Frank- 
lin Giddings put generation ago, have “con- 
sciousness 

course there sometimes thief who has honor 
among his brother thieves. There was traitor even 
among the chosen twelve, but, and large, the indi- 
vidual good team player those teams groups 
for whose members has vivid consciousness 
being like kin, and consciousness also what the 
whole group situation really is. 

Conversely, the individual dodges his taxes, cuts the 
business melon, pie, into big pieces for his small 
group directors and friends, feels superior people 
other races and nations, and goes war defend 
his has not vivid consciousness 
kinship and common purpose with the other members 
the groups whom cheats, robs, despises, and fights. 

Our pedagogical ray hope for changing the world 
through character evolution lies the fact that this 
consciousness kind with the other members all 
the separate functioning groups that make the actual 
world the individual can, fact, progressively de- 
veloped the individual from youth old age, provided 
the individual can helped face each group situa- 
tion which comes him life with insight, imagina- 
tion and loyalty the team group welfare. 

Such pedagogy will not teach that there are in- 
dividual differences among the members the same 
family, community, state, national, world team. 
can and should help each member realize what the 
basic job purpose each group (what each game 
and the rules that game are and should be), and then 
play the best his ability the part best 
fitted play carry out that group purpose—to play 
that game. 

Children understand well enough that the nine posi- 
tions baseball game are all different and require 
different skill the players; still, there but one game, 
and all nine players, each his own position, help 
play baseball. The same principle holds football, 
Boy and Girl Scouts are familiar with the process 
enriching troop life using for leadership the special 
abilities different members the troop. 


Again, the pedagogy character education that 

must all help develop will not usurp the place any 
religious motivation love our neighbor ourselves, 
but should rather help both individuals and 
groups see more clearly who our neighbors really are 
and feel such kinship with them that will easier 
for love them. 
short, the process method character educa- 
tion that will help change the world for the better 
and the dramatic anticipation actual living which 
the teachers social work have long practised their 
teaching both what call Case Work”’ and 
the “case method.” 

Let make two daring but not impossible supposi- 
tions: 

First, suppose that social workers, recreation leaders, 
teachers, both lay and the parents that 
are affiliated with the parent-teachers’ associa- 
tions, should all together try bring about that every 
child within the reach their influence helped 
face each actual life situation his family, play, 
school and the community, such way that his 
actions should help realize for himself and for all the 
other members the particular group concerned 
many worthy satisfactions possible. 

Second, suppose that, addition, all teachers— 
both lay and religious—should consciously and co- 
operatively adapt the social case method teaching 
the problem character education that ¢hildren, 
from the kindergarten through college, should in- 
creasingly made conscious their own membership in, 
and the social purposes of, the various social, industrial, 
political and international groups upon whose activi- 
ties the welfare each individual member some de- 
gree depends. 

course, nomore possible the schoolroom than 
the social work classroom for the members class 
actually live through all the situations described; 
but possible for the members class citizen- 
ship character education face imagination the 
question how each social, industrial, political, and 
even world group situation ought faced its 
individual members order realize for the members 
the group many worthy satisfactions possible. 

teaching for social work, help students supplement 
actual experience date imaginative and dramatic 
anticipations experience. the most critical 
pedagogy would admit that the ideals how meet 
such situations will later carry over some degree into 
similar situations met the students later life. 

not believe that what have just been sug- 
gesting all chimerical dream. 
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The 1932 Year Book the Department Superin- 
tendence the National Education Association en- 
tion what has already been attempted, and lays 
the foundation for just such teaching have sug- 
gested.

one situation after another, and each situation has possibilities 
continuously acts such way that from his actions flow the results 
which enrich the living all those who are affected.” 

will take least generation courageous, in- 
telligent and persistent effort the part educational 
leaders put into actual practice the character educa- 
tion program suggested this annual report. 

Why should not child welfare workers unite with such 
educational leaders helping make better world 
through genuine character education whole 
generation children? 

How best can serve thee, child? Not merely 
helping thee get bigger piece pie for thyself. 
Not showing thee how jump off the tail end 
runaway world get thy hat. But helping thee 
feel thy oneness with the members each group thy 
world, and helping thee act each group situa- 
tion that life for both thee and each member the 
group may progressively richer.
